Commercial : Tobacco of excellent quality 
bages can be prodaced. The Mennonites, South idmonton 
ever since they settled in the province, have i 
grown their own tobacco, and with the qual- 
ity they are quite satisfied. The French- 
Canadians whe occupy 4 portion of the hill 
country north of the Pembina raise most ex- 
cellent tobacco for their own use. Early in 
the spring the seeds are placed in earth con- 
tained in boxes, which are kept within docrs 
in a warm situation. When the season has 
advanced and danger from frost is no longer 
feared, the young plants are set out in the 
garden about four feet apart. The leaves 
svon become enormously large and the plant 
carries a red flower. When sufficiently 
matured the leaves are pulled from the 
stalks and allowed to wilt in the bad. and 
afterwards are placed in piles when a slight 
heating process takes place and vives a dark 
color to the tobacco. The leaves are further 
dried and are twisted into plugs or rolled in- 
to cigars. ‘So large is the leaf of the tobacco 
plant that two or three cigars can be pre- 
pared from each

Also by the slight turn of the wrist, 
and movement of some of the muscles, land 
turns over, bay and grain piles up and does 
not get out of sight the way it used to when 
we got the chicken feed from behind the 
mill. Would I, youask, go back to those 
old times, places and conditions? Our 
owey life and work is play in comparison. 
\bat have those been doing in their former 
days, that now within less than a score of 
miles from railway and town aad many 
other civilized conveniences thrown in, still 
think they have something to suffer that is 
hardly endurable. Such is life. Not long 
ago a person told me that when they 
were out on their farin, they had to rise on 
Sunday morning as early as five o'clock to 
be in season for meeting, and by the time 
they arrived in town were completely tired 
eut. I have much sympathy for that class 
and hare noticed that when you come to 
checkerboard men and women out on the 

rairies they soon show what class they 

long to and their early training. Land 

pot properly cultivated, we surmise is the 
cause and etfect of poor homes as well as 
crops. And then again poor teams, and more 
poor ploughing, especially when there is 
a mortgage on the team and plow not paid 
for. Let uscall a halt to the system so 
much in vogue and—to use some northern 
parlance-—to buy on the jaw bone. It don’t 
pay, I tried it when a boy and that is one of 
the mistakes that I do not intend to make 
the second time. The pay as we-go-system 
and then when we get there, we are there, 
all over and to stay if we wish. We hear it 
frequently that there isno money in farm- 
ing now, and still use the money a year or 
two before weearn it. Now in this way of 
having a place for the dollars long before we 
can guess which road they will come 
in on we will certainly still hold 
to the belief that there is no money for our- 
selves in farming. Another leak that we 
suffer from an enormous e xtent, is the care- 
less exposure to the elements of not only 
the most valuable, but all kinds and condi- 
tions of articles used about the farm, and 
this habit alone is enough to kill the pros- 
perity of 99 per cent. of our prairie farmers. 
Frequently our attention has been directed 
to the benefits of cold water and also to cold 
storage room especially with the dairy busi- 
ness. The cheap method that we have adopt- 
ed in the north could be applied to advant- 
age and profit wherever there is a few 
weeks of cold, every twelve months. Our 


| plan is to have the well which has a depth 


of only 17ft. left open enough in winter to 
take in all the cold that there is room for, 
and then keep closed in summer and the 
result, ice water all the year. Thecold 
room is upon the same terms, a capacious, 
cellar, as desired and under building, ours 
10x10 and ft. deep and stairway to suit, 
ventilation on two opposite sides to give a 
large draught of cold air in winter, and 
then seal up, and here isa room that will 
keep you from melting, try it.

Hoge most suitable for the bacon requir- 
ed should range from 180 pounds and up- 
wards, live weight, which weight will pay 
the farmer the best. 

The trade requires a fat hog, and no hog 
offered can be too fat if in a healthy condi- 
tion.

BY-LAW No. 100. 


A By-Law for assessing by way of special frontage 
assessmeut the cost of certain local improvements 
made in the year 1894, and for levying such cost by 
a special rate, and for regulating the time and 
manner of the payment thereof. 


WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
visions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
Avenue whereon the improyement was proposed to 
be made ; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
half, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a plank sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 
Hudson's Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereof to be paid by a special frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 
improvement was proposed to be made ; 


AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans effected in pur- 
suance of the provisions of the Municipal Ordinance 
in that behalf; 


AND WHEREAS under the provisions of By-law 
No. 85 of the said Municipality it has been ascer- 
tained, certified and finally determined: (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentioned petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1895. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of said improvements, including 
interest properly chargeable thereon was as foilows : 
Of that under Petition No. 1, 283.40, and of that 
under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the sum 
of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land charge- 
able with the special frontage rate in each case, 
(exclusive of all improvements thereon) was as 
follows: That comprised in Petition No. 1, $8,400, 
and that comprised in Petition No. 2, $9,000, making 
in all the sum of $17,40C. (d) That no portion of 
the costs of any of the improvements made under 
either of the said petitions is to be borne by the 
municipality at large. (¢) That the number of feet 
frontage assessable as aforesaid comprised in 
Petition No. 1 is 636 feet, and the proportion in 
which the costof the improvements made in pursuance 
of the said Petition No.1 is to be bor is an equal 
and uniform portion per foot frontage of the entire 
cost of the improvements made in pursuance of said 
Petition No. 1, and that the number of feet asesss- 
ab'e as aforesaid comprised in petition No. 2 is 636 
feet, and the proportion in which the cost of the im- 
provements made in pursuance of the said Petition 
No.2 is tobe borne is an equal and uniform portion 
per foot frontage of the entire cost of the improve- 
mentsmade in pursuaace of ssid Petition No. 2. 

THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, in Council 
assembled, enact as follows : 

1. The cost of the improvements made under the 
said Petition No. 1 shall be assessed upon the lands 
comprised in said Petition No. 1 by way of a special 
frontage assessment, as defined by the Municipal 
Ordinance, Part 7, Section 2; and the cost of the 
improvements made under the said Petition No. 2 
shall be assessed upon the lands comprised in said 
Petition No. 2 by way of a special frontage asscss- 
ment, as defined aforesaid, and the costs in each 
case shall be levied by a special rate upon the lands 
comprised in each Petition respectively, in such 
manner that there shall be levied and collected in 
each year for the period of ten years from and after 
the first day of January, 1895, at the same time and 
manner as the general Municipal taxes such sums as 
will be sufficient in each case to cover the annual 
interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum upon 
the amount of the cost, and form a sinking fund for 
the payment of the principal amount thereof, esti- 
mating the rate of interest on the investment of the 
sinking fund at five per cent., capitalized yearly. 

2. The assessor is hereby directed to make such 
assessments and ratings as aforesaid. 


3. There shall be held a sittings of a Court of 
Revision for the hearing of appeals in respect of 
such assessments and special rates at the Council 
Chamber in the Fire Hall, Edmonton, on Wednesday,
